PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 
IMPORTANT 

Department Head Explains 
Object of Work. 



One of the chief functions of the De- 

Srtmcnt of Fhysical Education is the 
omoting and maintaining of the health 
Id vigor of the whole student hody. It 
[obviously more important that all stu- 
tnts should enjoy perfect health and 
frength than that McGill should win 
fl the Intercollegiate contests in which 
he takes part. 

It is with this as the main objective 
Fthat there are organized in the Univer- 
sity 'so many activities through participa- 
ion in which any one who so desires 
pan receive that vigorous exercise of 
his bodily junctions calculated to make 
him a stronger and more virile individ 
fual and so build up a. physical capital 
upon which the stress and strain of later 
life can 'more easily be borne. Numer- 
ous activities await the student; there 
are many opportunities for all who arc 
ready and willing to do their part. 

Every student in the University, if 
physically fit, should most certainly par- 
Jcipate *iri some form of competitive 
athletios, whether he has had any pre- 
vious experience or not, and there is lots 
of room for everyone. The short sight- 
ed policy so frequently seen of taking 
and training only those athletes with 
previous experience is rapidly passing, as 
it is now understood that, to have a 
first class senior squad in any activity 
is not possible for very long, unless there 
i» a strong second squad also. ! 
In spite of the fact that McGill is 
from lack of adequate athletic 
^accommodation, the situ- 
where cardidatcs 



for athletic honors cannot be accommo- 
dated. It is only by the harmonious co- 
operation of all concerned that this has 
been possible. 

In order to avoid the possibility of 
any misunderstanding throughout the 
year, it is strongly recommended that all 
students should thoroughly familiarize 
themselves with the regulations govern- 
ing the requirements in the Department 
of Physical Education. Especially is it 
important for (lose students who con- 
template participation in athletics, par- 
ticularly those of the first and second 
years, and all officers of the various 
athletic clubs. 

In order that these regulations might 
be made known, the Students' Council 
has published an Athletic. Handbook 
containing all the necessary information. 

The Medical Examination of all stu- 
dents before participation in athletics of 
any kind is a regulation wisely adopted 
in order to safeguard the health of the 
student. Tliesc examinations should 
have, already begun, and details of exam- 
ination hours arc published in another 
column. 

With the opening of another active, 
and let us hope a most successful season, 
might we not hope, instead of having a 
great many more spectators than per 
formers, to have the situation reversed, 
and thereby not only help our athletic 
teams of the present, hut also those of 
the days to come, and more important 
still, to build up health, strength and 
vigor for the future.

GETTING INTO CONDITION 



Lack of Material Caur.es Coach to Worry — Many New Men 
Expected Out To-day — Only Short Time Remains 
Before Meets ers Held.

ail summer, and il was only a 
matter of getting practice at the proper 
method of doing their various events. 
On the other hand, there arc a great 
many of the candidates who arc sadly 
in need of a lot of conditioning before 
they will be able to show what they 
arc capable of on the track. 

So far there is a serious lack of ma- 
terial for the team, and it will be ne- 
cessary for every student who can do

so to turn out and give a helping hand 
Naturally the majority of the students 
who live out of town were unable to 
get here early simply in order to get 
out on the track. However, all the fa 
culties are now open, and every man 
who is at all capable of doing so should 
make it his duty to get out/ at the 
workouts right away. 

Coach Van Wagner, whose good work 
largely responsible for the fact that 
the McGill team won the Intcr-collegi- 
ate championship last fall, has again 
got the men in hand, and is spending 
the greater part of his time trying to 
improve their form. As far as he is 
concerned, there is almost nothing that 
he can do until the men arc in condi- 
tion, so that any man who goes up to 
the track will have to spend a few 
■lays getting into shape before attempt- 
ing serious work. 

It would appear as if the department 
in which the team is weakest at the 
present time is that of weight throw- 
ing. Especially is this true in the case 
of the hammer-throwers, ft is expected 
that MacLellan, who was on the team 
last year, will agaiy be out this season, 
but so far there has been no other can- 
didate for the position. As there arc 
two men carried on the team for each 
event, there is an excellent opportunity 
for some new man to travel to Kings- 
ton with the team for the Intercollegi- 
ate meet on October 22nd. 

There is still a vacancy for a good 
man in the hurdling event. The gradua- 
tion of Jack Farthing after breaking 
the Intercollegiate hurdling record has 
made that department of the team look 
especially weak. Consiglio who was the 
second man in that event last fall, is 
again out this season, but another man 
has yet to be found to pair with him. 

Kennedy, the captain of the track 
team this fall, suffered a severe illness 
recently, and has not yet fully regained 
his strength. However, he claims that 
he is feeling better every clay, and will 
soon be at the top of his form again. He 
will compete in the broad and high 
jumping events, and possibly in a few 
of the weight events. Last year Wells 
was entered with him in the broad 
jump, but so far there is no one who 
has shown good enough form and dis- 
tance to be sure of a place on the team. 

The pole vaulting event is andthor 
one where candidates have every 
chance of catching a place witlj the 
team if they show any ability. Antliff, 



who captured the Intercollegiate yole 
vaulting championship last fall, is an- 
other man who has graduated, and the 
coach is busy trying to find a man to 
take his place in the event. 
—Long distance runners are welcome to 
the stadium these days. With a mile and 
three mile event on the programme 
there is a good opportunity for plenty 
of moil to try out in the races. There 
aie a couple of the men from last 
year's team out for the sprints, but 
some more will have to Le picked from 
the candidates il they are not to carry 
a very heavy task in the big meet. 
Johnson and Hay have been working 
regularly at the sprints'; at least two 
more men will be wanted in these 
events. 

Hamilton, Lcgg, Creelinaii and Frede- 
rick are members of last season's team 
who are turning out for the distance 
events, and they arc getting some keen 
competition from many of the new- 
comers. 

The meets are so close at hand that 
the men who turn out will have to work 
very hard to get into shape. The Fresh- 
man-Sophomore meet takes place next 
Saturday afternoon, the University 
sports on- Friday, October 14th, while 
the Intercollegiate meet takes place at 
Kingston a week later, on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 22nd,

Johnson is fast rounding in 
to shape, and will be ready to again 
carry s the McGill colors to the front 
in the sprint events, and with Hay, 
who won a couple of B. C. Champion 
ships this summer, as a running mate, 
we should be well represented in the 
short distances. 

Of course, there can..bc nothing set 
tied about w'ho will filf any of the var 
ious places on the team for a couple of 
weeks yet, but the 880 and one mile 
promise to furnish some close competi- 
tion. Hamilton, the veteran, of several 
seasons, is working harder than ever, 
and it will take some good running to 
beat him. Other likely candidates for 
these events arc Legg, who ran the 
mile last year, Gammcll," a Montreal 
High School runner; McNidcr and 
Frederick, of last year's squad.

OU.VDING into the 
stretch for the hard 
drive through the 
Inter - collegi ate 
schedule, McGill's 
Rugby representa- 
tives show the fin- 
est conditio n of 
any squad in pre- 
liminary practice 
since the advent of Frank Shaughncssy 
as mentor. The chances of McGill 
hoisting the pennant on its athletic 
flag pole, however, arc not as bright 
this year as in former seasons. The 
reasons for this state oi affairs arc le- 
gion, but the real causes arc little 
lowlcdge of the finer points of the 
newly constructed rules, and a deplor- 
able lack of interest on the part of those 
who were not fortunate enough to he 
chosen on the first two squads last 
year. Those who have ability, but 
whose "esprit dc corps" is low, are un- 
illing to lend even n small part of 
ttityr energies to McGill. 

While prospects are not so bright, 
they arc considered to Iw far from 
hopeless. The Red and White has al- 
ways enoyed a distinct advantage over 
(\icir rivals in the person of Frank 
ffi aughncssy, coach extraordinary and 



men arc backs of more than ordinary 
ability, and .should, according to the 
dope, compare favorably with the rear 
division of the rival universities. 

Jeff Russell has shown the greatest 
improvement over last year, and if his 
present form continues he should really- 
come into his own this season. If Rus- 
sell has overcome his tendency to fumble 
he will be a tower or strength to the

McGregor and Livshin will fight it 
out for the position of snapback. The 
latter has more experience at that posi- 
tion, but McGregor is a shifty player, 
and faster than Livshin, who might 
with benefit be used at inside wing. 
Other candidates for the inside posi- 
tions arc Parsons and Lazier, both of 
whom have showed up pretty well, so 
far. 

The likely choice for middk wings 
seem to bo Ainbridge, who is showing 
the best form of his career, and Jeff 
N'olman if . Jeff can be forced to lay 
aside his good-nature when he pulls on 
his uniform. Notman is the Iriggcst 
man on the squad, he has had two 
years' tutelage under "Shag," he knows 
the game thoroughly, and has plenty of 
courage. He should be the most pow- 
erful line plunger playing football to- 
day, but, strange to say, he is not, be- 
cause, like most men of his size, he docs 
not take advantage of his superior 
weight, being afraid that he might in- 
jure some man smaller than himself. 

Ait outside wings there arc an over- 
abundance of material, the most prom- 
inent being "Silk" Murphy, Doug Mc- 
Gregor, Leo Timmins, McComb and 
Eddie Crain. Murphy is almost sure to 
catch one of the positions, while a mer- 
ry battle is expected for the other. 
There is only one more position, and 
that seems to be at the mercy of Don 
Baillie, whom many competent critics 
regard as the .best secondary defence 
man in the Inlcr-collegiatc.

"The season of 1921 should show a more interesting brand of football from the spec- 
tator's viewpoint than any preceding year. The rulemakers have at last abandoned the 
heehng-out process in favor of the snapback and this change should do away with several of 
the defects in the old rules. It should speed up the game, encourage passing, runs and 
give the 'spectators a chance to follow the ball at all times. 

_ Another rule that was meant to do away with mass plays, but failed in its purpose 
is the one which states that only two men can take part in a buck. The rule as it is writ- 
ten, allows only a tandem buck but permits everyone to pile in as soon as the' man carryine 
the ball is tackled., so that it really has not relieved the situation at all. As a result we can 
look forward to a season of heavy bucks and the usual resulting injuries. This should not 
be so. 

The McGill team will be the lightest in years. There is a woeful lack of players who 
; possess the required weight to handle a good big man. The new rules may help us - we are 
certainly going to take advantage of them. In fact, we must play a fast, smart game if we 
hope to make a creditable showing as we are certain to be outweighed in every game. 

The squad has been put through a very severe conditioning period before school 
opened. Most of these exercises will have to be discontinued now -.that school has com- 
^i^^.vàs.-the.-iijne for-practicc is necessarily curtailed.-* 

"Everything this year depends on the fighting spirit of the team. This fighting spirit 
must be imparted to the team from the student body. I hope that every McGill man will 
Remember this and do his part.

Campus to Be Given Over to 
English Rugby Teams 

Never in the history of McGill litis 
English Rugby, popularly known as 
"Rugger," luoked forward to a 'sea- 
son with such splendid prospects. Pos- 
sibilities for the Rugger enthusiast are 
many. In the first place, English 
Rugby will assume ah Intercollegiate 
status if, as is generally expected, the 
Athletic Association and the Students' 
Council sanction the proposed home- 
and-hume series with 'Varsity. 'Varsity 
wants to meet the Red and While squad 
at Toronto on October 22. The re- 
turn game would undoubtedly attract 
a large crowd, thus putting the game 
on a self-supporting basis. 

In addition to the Intercollegiate 
serios, several matches will be arranged 
with the Montreal English 'Rugby 
Club, the first of which will he on 
October 8, on the. old Campus. Last 
year there were hopes of establishing a 
local Montreal league of 'four or five 
teams. However, there arc not suffi- 
city players of experience in the city 
to make such a course justifiable this 
season. Accordingly, matches' between 
McGill and the Montreal English, and 
also matches between a representative 
Montreal team, and Ottawa or Toronto 
will, with the McGill-'Varsity fixture, 
make up the season's . Rugger pro- 
gramme. It promises to be a good 
one. 

This programme provides football tor 
fifteen men, who make a place on the 
First Team. The Executive's plan for 
this season calls tor a resumption of 
the Westcm-Maritiinc-lmpcrial three- 
team scries that was such a success 
last year. In addition there is a pos- 
sibility of organizing a second team to 
play a second team from the Montreal 
English. Those latter plans for the 
All-McGiil League depend on the 
amount of playing time on the old 
Campus allotted to the Club. 

To carry out such an- extensive pro- 
gramme oi sport the Executive must 
have playing space every day. Every- 
one concedes that the first duty of the 
Club is to turn out à First team that

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HEALTH SERVICE FOR 
ALL UNIVERSITY MEN 

For the first time in the history of a 
Canadian University, the Department of 
Physical Education las!t -session, institut- 
ed a health service, through which all 
students in the University could receive 
free medical attention and hospital 
treatment. 

The arrangements arc to be continued 
this Session, and arc outlined in a 
pamphlet "Announcement to Men Stu- 
dents" published by the Department. 

This pamphlet is now being distribut- 
ed, and it contains-ii lot of very useful 
information for students of all years. 

A Clinic is held daily from 12.30— 
1.30 p.m., in Molsou Hall, where minor 
illnesses arc treated, and where medical 
advice can be secured. If a student is 
unfortunate enough to be «o sick that 
he should be sent to hospital, the Uni- 
versity will admiy him and pay his hos- 
pital expenses for the first seven days, 
after which time the student is expected 
to bear any expense involved. 

Students unable to attend the "Clinic 
on account of illness, will bp visited if a 
message is left at the Department office. 

A requisition form, signed by the 
University Medical Officer, is necessary 
before admission to hospital if a stu- 
dent wishes the University to assume any 
financial obligation. 

The pamphlet issues a grave warning 
to students of the dangers of venereal 
disease, and offers the assurance that 
the officers of the Department .are pre- 
pared to help counsel and advise stu- 
dents on all personal questions.

PLANS FOR THE CENTENARY 

REUNION ALMOST READY 



Registration of Graduates in Montreal Takes Place on Oc- 
tober 10th and 11th at Strathcona Hall — Out-of-town 
Graduates Register October 12th — Program Full of In- 
teresting Events— McGill-Varsity Football Game Will 
Be Climax of the Celebration. 



The Centenary Re-union of the Grad- 
uates of (McGill will be the biggest 
event ever seen at the University since 
the opening session one hundred years 
ago. It has taken a large and efficient 
organization working over a year to 
prepare for the gathering of the for- 
mer students, and the result of their 
work is already apparent in the great 
amount of interest being taken in the 
celebration, not only by McGill gradu- 
ates, but by pepplc of all classes all 
over Canada. 

Every graduate who can possibly do 
so is coming to Montreal for the cele- 
bration, and it is safe to say that none 
of them will regcrt the visit. Accord- 
ing to the plans of the Graduates' So- 
ciety, the He-union is to be a very in- 
formal affair. There will be any 
amount of things doing for the men if 
they wish to attend them, but no one 
will feel that he is forced to go to 
any particular function. 

The first and one of the most impor- 
tant things to be done will be the regis- 
tration of all the graduates who art- 
going to be present. This will take 
place at Strathcona Hall, where special 
arrangements have been made to handle 
them as fast as they arrive. In order 
to relieve any congestion, however, the 
graduates who arc present in the city 
before the opening of the Kc-union are 
hemg asked to register on Monday and 
Tuesday, October 10th and 11th. The 
out-of-town graduates will register at 
Strathcona Hall on Wednesday morn- 
ing, October 12th. 

The big features of the gathering 
will start on Wednesday afternoon, 
when a monster pageant will take place, 
on the University grounds. A great 
amount of time and energy has been 
îxpcnded in preparing for this event, 
and it promises to be an imposing 
sight. On Wednesday night the un- 
dergraduates will hold full sway over 
-'the proceedings. The programme of 
the Re-union has entitled the students' 
celebration a "Fete de N'tiit," hut just 
what that includes is something that 
very few will know until the celebra- 
tion actually takes place. Under the 
guidance of the Students' Council pre- 
parations have been eoitif? on •tc-id- 
' ily for this event, and .in affair that 
will bring back many memories to the 
graduates will be staged. 

On Thursday the main event on the 
general programme' is the convocation 
to be held in the afternoon. At this 
proceeding representatives from all of 
the important universities in the world 
will be present, and honorary degrees 
will be conferred on many of the dis- 
tinguished sons of McGill as well as 



upon other prominent men and women. 

The general meeting of the graduates 
in the Capital Theatre on Thursday 
morning will be the first ever held. The 
evening of the second day of the gath- 
ering will be spent by the graduates m 
attendance at their class dinners. Most 
'of the pleasant memories of college 
days arc woven about the members of 
the classes with which the graduates 
were connected, and the evening should 
prove to be one of the n»ost enjoyable 
of all. Arrangements 1>avs been made 
through the medium of class secretaries 
to hold these dinners, and almost all 
of the available places in Montreel 
have been taken up for the occasion. 

During the mornings of Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday lectures and 
clinics will be given to interest the 
graduates who wish to hear, their old 
university professors speaking on sub- 
jects of interest, Friday afternoon the 
University Sports, one of the oldest 
traditions of the college, will take place, 
and it is safe to say that every gradu- 
ate in the city will be present To make 
the competition still more enjoyable, an 
invitation has been extended to Toron- 
to "Varsity to send down a team for the 
day, and they have agreed to compete 
in the relay race, at least, if not in some 
of the other events. 

The reception and dance on Friday 
evening will be one of the biggest, if 
not the biggest, ever staged in Mont- 
real. As in all the other events during 
the re-union much care has been taken 
to make the reception a very enjoyable 
affair, and plans will be arranged where- 
by groups who wish to do so may ga- 
ther together. < 

The climax of the re-union will be 
held on Saturday afternoon, when the 
McGill and 'Varsity rugby teams will 
meet on the Percival Molson Memorial 
Stadium in a game that is expected to 
decide who will be the champions of the 
Intercollegiate football champions for 
the season. The McGlU-' Varsity game 
has always been the classic of football 
in Canada, and has been followed by 
the graduates of both colleges, no mat- 
ter where they were situated. It was 
a master stroke on the part of the Com- 
mittee in charge of the celebration when 
they arranged to have the game played 
on the last day of the re-unlon.

Dr. Lomer Announces Pur- 
chase of New Volumes 



GIFT FROM YALE 



Reading Rooms Given Over 
to Graduates for Centen- 
ary Re-Union 

As usual the University Library is 
not going to play any unimportant pan 
\ in a programme in which Old MrGill is 
concerned. The coming rr-union and 
sessional activities will see the Library 
active in all department.'. What with 
Dr. Lomcr returning from a success- 
ful purchase trip over to Kngland, with 
the summer school concluding a most 
enterprising season, and with the work 
of extension going on splendidly, a 

fc' busy time was spent during the 
mer months. 
"So" far as Great Britain is concern- 
ed, McGill University Library in its de- 
partment's of general zoology and 
Ornithology, is inferior only to that of 
Vthe British Museum. It is worthy to 
rank with the library of the Zoological 
Society of London in these branches of 
science, and it is almost certainly su- 
perior in these respects to the library of 
ny other British institution, not except- 
T^dfirjfir the universities of Oxford and Cam 
/bridge." 

aluSuch an expression, the opinion of an 
'■liidiglish expert, familiar for twenty 
|arii:ars with the libraries of Great Brit- 
(uhin, is brought back over the Atlantic 
jby Dr. Gerhard R. Lomer, our librarian, 
'who has returned lately from his trip 
with Dr. Casey A. Wood to England 
in order to purchase books for the 
Slacker Library of Zoology, and the 
Jmma Shearer Wood Library of Orni 
thology. 

The Blacker Library is the result of 
gift of $40,000 by Robert R. Blacker 
id Nellie Canfield Blacker, of Cali 
ïornia, early this vcar, for the estab- 
.lishment of a library on zoology. 

Every available source of valuable 
^material was drawn upon, and books 
pere obtained from the smallest book' 
[rooms in the English provinces as well 
is from specialists in scientific litrra 
^ture in London and on the Continent. 

►he books obtained were in the best 
rpossible condition, and in many cases 
arc perfect examples of the art of 
bookbinding. Owing to excellent ship 
^ping arrangements, more than half of 
l>urchavd volumes arc already safe 
posing en the library shelves ; and 
Padroit management, the remainder 
Wit to be nerc by the middle of No- 
' ir. For the Emma Shearer Wood 
of Ornithology, Dr. Cas 



Wood was doing his best to ensure rep- 
resentation ni every ornithological 
journal in the world, and he has already 
nearly completed a descriptive catalogue 
of all bird periodicals ever published. 
Dr. Lomer has been fortunate enough 
secure reports of scientific voyages, 
at ail times lull of zoological material: 
and in the Blacker Library will be 
found such classics as "Coquille," "Sul- 
phur." "La Recherche," "Gclgica," "As- 
trolabe ct Zclee.' Other masterpieces 
of publication iliat the zoologist will 
revel in arc Godman and Silvin's "Bio- 
logia Ccntrali-AtncricanaV' Grandidier's 
books on Madagascar, Smith on South 
\trica. and Prince C. L. Bonaparte on 
Italy. A copy of the famous third edi- 
tion, third in point of date and first in 
print of beauty, was printed at Venice 
in 1472, and may be regarded as the 
chief glory of Jenson's Press. The copy 
has a unique and beautiful historical 
initial of the 15th century in perfect 
condition, representing Pliny offering 
his book to the Emperor; it belonged 
to the library of Wilhelm Morris, and 
it -still hears his book label. 

The library possesses a mine of in- 
formation on the history of Natural 
Science in the entire collection of let- 
ters addressed to the late Dr. R. Bov/d- 
ler Sharpe, the eminent -ornithologist ; 
the collection .comprises thousands of 
letters from zoologists it: all parts of 
the world. After it has been arranged, 
its importance as direct evidence in 
regard to events concerningl Natura 
History in the latter part of the 19th 
and the beginning of the 20th century, 
cannot, in the opinion of English scien 
tists, be over-estimated. 

Dr. Lomer has also secured a num 
her of books of general interest for 
the other departments of the library; 
in particular, there are some of the 
finest specimens of Eastern and early 
European manuscripts, and these will 
be exhibited in the Morgan Collection 
of the History of Printing. These 
grand old volumes have been collected 
with great care; they arc masterpieces 
of their kind, and will in the near fu- 
ture form one of the most important 
collection's to be exhibited in the new 
extension to the Library. 

While, however, the University Lib- 
rary holds so proud a position in scien 
tific literature, the field of general lit- 
erature has not been neglected. It can 
compare favorably with any of the 
State universities across the border, 
though it must, as yet, necessarily fall 
behind the Libraries of Yale, Harvard 
and Princeton. But Î5r. Lomer is not 
worrying about the future. With the 
splendid '.start made in the scientific 
part of the programme, he feels sure 
that all departments of the Library will 
soon he on the same high plane, especi- 
ally as good headway has been made 
with books on architecture and the 
drama. The gaps caused by the war 
in the .files of periodicals have been well 
filled up. and many Euorpean public* 
tions of the last five yeans have been 
obtained. 

Dr. Lomcr is at the tame time grati 
ficcl to announce the receipt of a gift of 
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sixty volumes from the Yale University 
Press, with a special bookplate indi- 
cating that the presentation is made 
"in recognition of the unselfish part 
played by McGill men in the Great 
War." 

But while Dr. Lomcr was in England, 
the work about the Library has gone 
one in spite of the confusion incidental 
to building operations, and the compe- 
tent start ought to be congratulated for 
the manner ii.- which duties were per- 
formed^ Those who withstood the un- 
usual heat during the Summer School 
come in for specail commendation. Un. 
dcr the able guidance of Miss Harriet 
R. Peck, Librarian of the Rennsalaer 
Polytechnic Institute of Troy, and for 
many sessions on the staff of the Mc- 
Gill Library School, the season proved 
the best in its history. Out of a regis- 
tered number of twenty-three, twenty 
students stuck it out with credit both 
to individuals and teachers. 

The recent growth of the Library, 
together with the Blackader Library 
of Architecture, and the expansion of 
the Emma Shearer Wood of Ornitho- 
logy, made necessary the extension of 
the present Library building. The work 
is rapidly nearing completion. The 
Blackader, Emma Shearer Wood, and 
Blacker Libraries will be lodged in the 
extension, which will provide special 
reading rooms 'with two floors of 
stacks adjoining each. The top floor 
will be an exhibition room, in which 
will be displayed rare books, manu- 
scrips, autograph material, and build- 
ings. The huilders promise to have 
the new wing competed by the end of 
the present year. 

Every year brings changes and im 
provements, and this year, fraught with 
the spirit of re-union, will prove a good 
example of the changing order. Dur- 
ing the Centennial celebration, the read 
ing room of the Library will be used 
for a variety of purposes. The exhibi 
tion of the writings of McGill Univer- 
sity graduates, will be taken care of 
here ; and all available books, written 
or edited by McGill men will be dis- 
played on the shelves during the week 
All will be pleased to learn that the 
spacious reading room will also be used 
during the celebration as a tea room. 
The Library, however, will be closed 
during the evenings of that week. 

Of the more permanent changes that 
are about to take place, students will 
be gratified to know that it is planned 
to convert one of the rooms in the 
basement of the Library into a smoking 
room for the men. Coats and scarfs 
will no longer be misplaced, "accident 
ally" or otherwise; for the check-room 
with its attendant will again be in oper 
ation. Those whdm haunting examina- 
tions gave the chills will be made 
warm; increased heating facilities, 
made necessary by the addition of the 
extension, will be proportioned to all 
parts' 1 of the Library building. A 
pamphlet, giving Freshmen and others 
unacquainted with the Library, full di 
jections, how to use the catalogue and 
library, will be distributed in various 
university buildings. These suggestions, 
it is hoped, will be read and mastered 
thoroughly, as they contain directions 
based on experience, which .will save 
the students' time and place the re- 
sources of the Library at his disposal 

Owing to alterations in the Library 
building, all permits to the sack-rooms 
have been withdrawn.
